WASHINGTON, D. C. (NC) — The Vatican’s 
Congregation for Divine Worship has ordered 
priests to stop using unauthorized versions or 
variations of the eucharistic prayers that 
immediately surround the consecration of the 
Mass. 


At the same time the congregation encour- 
aged national bishops’ conferences to develop 
alternate eucharistic prayers for their own 
countries and submit them to the Vatican for 
approval. 


It also encouraged wider use of authorized 
variations in other Mass prayers, especially in 
the many prefaces now available and in the 
priest’s introduction to the eucharistic prayer. 


THE VATICAN’S instructions were in a let- 
ter to the presidents of national episcopal con- 
ferences.

He pointed out it includes positive and nega- 
tive elements.

He cited especially the 
document’s “positive theology of ministry.” 


The 2,500 word letter expressed a strong con- 
cern for the “ecclesial dimension of the 
eucharistic celebration” and the unity of the 
whole Church in the Eucharist.

Singing and singeing Psalms 


The psalms in the Old Testament are poetic musical 
prayers, but some of the music they make isn’t exactly 
sweet. Take singeing psalm 137 for example: “Destructive 
Daughter of Babel. . . a blessing on him who takes and 
dashes your babies against the rock.” 


Perhaps Father Luis Alonso Schokel will have some 
explanation for such sentences in his July two-week work- 
shop entitled: “The Psalms as Christian Prayer.” That 
doesn’t sound like the Chritian type prayer we’re used to. 
Further workshop information is available from the CCD 
office. 


One thing it does illustrate about prayer for me, how- 
ever, is that true prayer can be an honest candid expres- 
sion between a person and his God. Whether you approve 
what the psalmist is saying or not, you must admit he’s 
not afraid to talk to God and let him know how hurt and 
mad he feels. 


True lovers share not only their joys and troubles with 
each other, but also their weaknesses and fury. And even 
though they may be upset and put things poorly, they find 
acceptance. If God is our divine lover, we should be able 
to bare our feelings with him freely. The psalmists were 
as good at complaining to God as they were at praising 
him — at which they were excellent. A good personal 
religious education action is to read and study how the 
psalms do sing — and sometimes singe — out man’s feel- 
ings to God.

Angels smile on it all 


_ New Powgy parish — St. Gabriel's

POWAY — With two 
archangels as patron saints 
to watch over them. Poway 
parishioners should be the 
happiest and most secure 
people of the diocese. 


Since 1959 they have had 
only one archangel — St. 
Michael. That has been 
since St. Michael’s parish 
was formed by Father 
Michael Coughlan, its pre- 
sent pastor, who, inciden- 
tally, also is named after 
the archangel. 

Now a second parish is 
being formed in Poway 
named after another 
archangel — St. Gabriel. 
The two parishes are 
neighbors, since St. Gab- 
riel’s was carved out of the 
southern portions of St. 
Michael’s. 


IT IS THE first new par- 
ish of the diocese since 1970 
when four new parishes 
were organized. It becomes 
the 165th parish with a resi- 
dent pastor in the 36,000- 
square-mile diocese. 


Founding pastor is 
Father Charles Dollen, lib- 
rarian at the University of 
San Diego and Southern 
Cross book reviewer. He 
will offer first Masses there 
this Sunday, June 24, Cor- 
pus Christi — which com- 
memorates the institution 
of the Holy Eucharist. 


Sunday Masses will be 
celebrated regularly at 8:30 
a.m. and 10 a.m. in the 
auditorium of Twin Peaks 
Public School, Twin Peaks 
Road, Father Dollen said, 
until there is need for addi- 
tional Masses. His tempor- 
ary rectory will be at 13312 
Community Rd., Apt. 34. 

“I WILL SPEND the 
summer meeting and get- 
ting to know the people,” he 
said. “Later we hope to 
form a parish council but 
first I want to find out what 
direction the people want 
to take.” The parish will 
have more than 300 families 


in a rapidly growing com-: 


munity. 

St. Gabriel’s is not Father 
Dollen’s first parish. From 
1965-68 he was pastor of St. 
Louise de Marillae church, 
El Cajon. He has been USD 
librarian since 1968 and 
also from 1956-65. 


“I blessed the corner- 
stone for the USD Knights 
of Columbus library in 
1958,” he recalled, “and 
now I’m helping to move the 
library out by June, 1973.” 


He is not alone in moving 
— the library will now join 
the former College for 
Women library in Founders 
Hall. The USD law library 
will occupy Knights of 
Columbus premises.

Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
speaking to the 1973-74 
Diocesan Board of Educa- 
tion, outlined three major 
goals for Catholic schools.

Servite prior says

SOUTH AMERICAN 
bishops and priests are giv- 
ing a “credible witness” to 
their faith in fighting social 
ills, the Prior General of the 
Servite Fathers said in San 
Diego last week. 


Father Peregrine Graf- 


fius, OSM, who visits South © 


America regularly for his 
order, said he has found the 
Church there very much 
alive despite tensions with 
governments over poverty 
and other adverse social 
conditions. 


“The more I travel the 
more good men I find, 
really dedicated and hard 
working,” he said in an 
interview with the Southern 
Cross. 


“IT AM ESPECIALLY 
impressed with the know- 
ledge that bishops have of 
their people. Bishops are 
sought as confessors and 
spiritual advisors of 
priests.” 


Father Graffius, who has 
Rome headquarters, was in 
the diocese for the annual 
meeting of the Servite West- 
ern Province on the Univér- 
sity of San Diego campus. 


He is no stranger to the 
diocese since for nine years 
he was with the Servite Our 
Lady of Riverside Seminary 
until it closed in 1971. He 
also worked in CCD prog- 
rams in Riverside. 


FATHER Graffius, who 
comes from Baltimore, Md., 
was elected Prior General 
of the worldwide order in 
1971. He said the Servites 
(Servants of Mary) “do a lit-. 
tle bit of everything, but 
mostly work in _ parish 
ministries and in educa- 
tion.” 


There are-more than 1,000 
priests and 400 brothers in 
23 countries. In the U.S. 
there are about 300 priests 
in Eastern and Western 
provinces. 


He has found an increas- 
ing number of laymen in 
parish work because of 
priest shortages, he said. 
This, in turn, has aroused 
interest in religious voca- 
tions.

“I SEE A growth in voca- 
tions in recent years, not 
enormous, but better than 
before,” he said. “The 
future in South America 
looks good. We are optimis- 
tic, even if there are prob- 
lems, but they are not insur- 
mountable.” 


At their sessions, the Ser- 
vite Fathers elected a new 
provineial and five coun- 
selors and mapped future 
ministries and goals. 
Father Jude Herlify of Ful- 
lerton succeeded Father 


- Stephen Ryan of Buena 


Park as provincial. 


The conference was 
summed up by Father 
Justin Pisciotta, its coor- 
dinator: “We are serving 
humanity, especially suf- 
fering humanity, as Mary 
did in suffering with Christ. 
Our lives reflect the mother 
of Christ, to whom our order 
is dedicated. 


“OUR SERVICE and 
dedication is _ fulfilled 
within the context of com- 
munication. We wish to 
share life within the 
brotherhood and with the 
lay community. Ours is a 
community of dialogue.”

Meditation for Pentecost 


There is in the Bible a sentence that I believe with 
all my heart and mind and soul. Man does not live 
on bread alone but by every word that proceeds 
from the mouth of God. 


I remember one incident from the Great Irish 
famine of the 1840s. Relief was coming to a remote 
Irish village. 


Soup kitchens were set up and hot nourishing 
soup was prepared. However, few came to accept 
the offer of relief. They already knew the price — 
betrayal of their Christian faith. But one mother and 
child did come. 


Slowly, painfully they made their way to the relief 
kitchen. They were in the last stages of starvation. 
They asked for help. It was offered gladly, but on 
condition. For a long time the mother hesitated. She 
looked at her child — she looked at the hot nourish- 
ing soup. She was tempted — sorely tempted. Who 
could blame her? 


... faith is enough 


In the end she turned away. Even more slowly, 
even more painfully she began the journey home. 
She never made it. After a laborious mile or so she 
moved to the side of the road, lay down on the soft 
green grass and died. 


I asked myself then and I ask myself now — for 
what did she die? For her Christian faith — yes, but 
more. For she, in her own small way, represents all 
the men and women of all faiths, all races, all 
countries who have died for a cause, for a principle. 


What she died for — what they died for — what 
we may have to die for — cannot be seen by bodily 
eyes, or heard by human ears, or touched by earthly 
hands. It is invisible, inaudible, intangible. It can- 
not be weighed, measured or found under any mic- 
roscope. But it is none the less living, real and true. 


Actually, anything you can see, touch, hear, weigh, 


“measure, is not in the end important. For these 


things are material and perishable. It is the things 
you cannot see, touch, hear, weigh, measure, that 
are really important. 


For these are things of the spirit. These are what 
men live by and for which men die. 


Give us this day 


Give a man all the earthly food you can — bread, 
drink, sex, love, money, education, position, health 
— give him all that and more and yet he is not 
satisfied — cannot be satisfied. Something in him 
craves a higher food. The human spirit comes from 
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the ultimate spirit of the universe and it cannot live 
on bread alone. The unknown woman who died with 
her child on the soft green grass by the wayside in 
Ireland was perfectly right. She made the correct 
choice. 


So have all the others down all the centuries who 
chose to die rather than live by bread alone. They 
believed it was a far, far better thing to die in the 
defense of principle for a cause — for right, for jus- 
tice, for equality, for liberty — than to live in com- 
fort. 


They died for they believed there was in them- 
selves, and in all men, something imperishable, 
something immortal. They died because they 
believed in the supremacy of the human spirit. 


That is not a scientifically explainable fact. But 
it is nonetheless an established fact of history. 


Men of faith 


For every achievement in the course of human 
history, in every branch of endeavor, has depended 
primarily on this quality. 

All men in their finer moments think, see visions 
and dream dreams infinitely beyond the personal 
and the material. 


If there were dreams for sale, I would buy the 
dream of believing in the supremacy of the human 
spirit and in the ultimate triumph of that spirit in 
the promised coming of God’s kingdom on earth. 


I was first taught this dream at my mother’s knees 
in Ireland. It was preserved for me in famine, blood 
and tears. It has sustained me in good times and 
in bad, in sickness and in health, in sorrow and in 
joy, in favor and out of favor. 


A new Jerusalem 


Though my dream has no market value, I would 


not barter it for all the world’s riches or positions 


in Church or state.

Stewardship 


In this country we have come late to the princi- 
ple of stewardship. Faced with the serious 
depletion of natural resources, with moral 
decline, increasing mental illness and scan- 
dal in high places, we are learning more and 
more of the implications of good stewardship. 


Perhaps the first lesson to be mastered is that 
of the need to respect the land, its people, its 
institutions, its laws and moral heritage. 


The secret of education, Emerson said, lies in 
respecting the pupil. The secret of responsi- 
ble stewardship — of government, of any 
leadership, any form of authority — lies in 
respecting the people who are to be served. 


Faulty stewardship, as in the Watergate affair, 
the abortion laws, the Berrigan marriage 
secrecy, points up a basic attitude of disres- 
pect for the people who have trusted in the 
responsibility of leadership in these areas. 


When people put themselves above the law, in 
whatever capacity, their action reflects a dis- 
regard for the people the laws are designed 
to protect. 


The question is whether we, the people, retain 
sufficient self-respect to cry a halt and 
demand greater accountability in the future.

As a parish speak-up 
chairman for the Synod, I 
have participated in 
numerous meetings and 
discussions with lay people 
and clergy from throughout 
San Diego county. From the 
very first, it has been obvi- 
ous that there is a pervasive 
and deep-seated skepticism 
about the genuine willing- 
ness of parish ‘and diocesan 
leadership to heed the 
counsel of the collective 
People of God.

THE RIGHT TO a Christian educatio 
is, according to the Second Vatican Coun 
cil’s Declaration on Christian Education, 
due to all baptized Christians, and “while 
belonging primarily to the family, the task 
of imparting education needs the help of 
the whole community. 


“In a special way the duty of educating 
belongs to the Church... whose main con- 
cern is catechetical instruction through 
the media of communications, various 
groups for mental and physical develop- 
ment, youth associations, and in par- 
ticular, schools.” 


Dr. H. Giles Schmid, diocesan school 
superintendent, says, “This diocese really 
cares about education, from the bishop 
down. No bishop in the U.S. gives the kind 
of financial support to schools which 
Bishop Maher does.” 


FINANCIALLY, Catholic education 
received a $1,250 ,120 subsidy from the dio- 
cese in 1972. Of this, $1,049,252 was 
allocated to secondary schools, $24,000 for 
elementary schools. Grade schools receive 
their main support from the parishes to 
which they are attached. 


The chief beneficiaries are diocesan 
high schools — University in San Diego, 
Aquinas in San Bernardino, Notre Dame 
in Imperial

UNGRADED primary classes are being 
introduced throughout the diocese. This 
technique matches advancement with 
ability and permits slow and fast learners 
to progress at their own pace. 


High schools have initiated a variety of 
individual learning and physical educa- 
tio programs. Four of the nine high 
schools in the diocese are co-educational. 


Government sponsored Head Start is 
operating in three of our schools. Only one 
center offers training for retarded chil- 
dren, St. Madeleine Sophie’s Training 
Center in El Cajon. No schools or training 
centers for blind, deaf or handicapped 
children or adults are under diocesan 
direction. 


A FEW PARISHES are conducting bilin- 
gual classses in elementary grades for 
Spanish-speaking children to help over- 
come learning handicaps. In a joint ven- 
ture with the San Diego City Adult Educa- 
tion, the diocese sponsors bilingual adult 
classes in seven parishes. Each class has 
an average of 20 to 35 students. 


* Finally, on the college level, $86,617 was 
armarked for the Newman Apostolate 
which maintains centers and chaplaincies 
on 22 secular campuses in the diocese. 


THIS OVERVIEW of the education pic- 
ture may help raise some points for discus- 
sion. What can be done to promote greater 
response to adult education programs? Is 
there a need for, and is it realistic to 
expect, more professionalism in parish 
CCD teaching? Are Newman centers 
attracting students adequately? If not, why 
not? What about teaching programs for 
handicapped children?

Teen marriage 
counseling urged

rabbis are reminded by San 
Diego county that persons 
under 18 must have premar- 
ital counseling before gett- 
ing a marriage license. 


The California Civil Code 
says, ‘Minors desiring mar- - 
ridge licenses shall be 
required to participate in 
premarital counseling con- 
cerning social, economic 
and personal respon- 
sibilities incident to mar- 
riage.” 


Chaplain coordinator 
David Ellisor of the county 
probation department said 
“no specific number of 
counseling hours has been 
required and this will vary 
depending on the need of 
the couple.” 


MARRIAGE licenses will 
not be granted, he said, 
without a letter of introduc- 
tion and an_ evaluation 
recommendation from the 
couple’s pastor or minister.

‘Warmth, sincerity’ at audience with Pope» 


Father Neal T. Dolan, diocesan direc-

with careful analysis of scripture. The 
open discussions in moral theology, for 
example, do not shatter one’s faith but 
tend to enhance it» once the viewpoint 
becomes clear. In general, we are very 
hopeful about the tomorrow of theological 
development. 


THE MOST important moments spent 
here in Rome have been within the Vati- 
can. We were privileged to participate in 
the Consistory ceremonies when Pope 
Paul installed the new cardinals. We also 
assisted in the distribution of Holy Com- 
munion at several other papal Masses. 


The striking characteristic of Pope 
Paul’s presence in any liturgical celebra- 
tion was simplicity. I guess my expecta- 
tions were that the solemn ceremonies 
centered around the Holy Father. In one 
sense that can’t be prevented but his effort 
is to simplify the ceremony and place the 
emphasis on the reason we gather — cele- 
bration of the Eucharistic sacrifice. 


A beautiful trait that is always present 
in papal ceremonies is Pope Paul’s eager-

ness to greet people standing anywhere 
within reach. His alertness to recognize 
the sick, the crippled, and especially small 
children, although this confuses the mas- 
ters of ceremonies, shows his interest in 
being a pastor of souls. 


THE HIGHLIGHT of our visit was a 
private audience with Pope Paul on May 
21st. Some forty of us attending the Pas- 
toral Institute were received in-his private 
audience hall. It was then that the vast- 
ness of a world-wide Church, so often 
impersonal, became a gross exaggeration 
in the presence of the Holy Father. 


His warmth, personality and deep sin- 
cérity overshadowed any distant com- 
plaint of a stern Pope Paul. He had four 
private audiences before he reached our 
hall. It is obvious he believes in presence 
just by the fact he spends hours each week 
in personally meeting people. When he 
entered the room, he radiated a smile that 
indicated he wanted to be with us. 


His humble apology for poor English 
explained the reason for reading from a 
prepared text on the merits of our course 
and presence in Rome. Then he put aside 
the text and asked our permission to speak 
in Italian as he could then speak from his 
heart. He called for one of his assistants, 
Msgr. Justin Rigali, a priest of the Los 
Angeles archdiocese, and proceeded to 
explain his love for priests and the Ameri- 
can Church. 


HE EXPLICITLY stated that the future 
direction of the Church is centered in the 
United States. The appreciation, he felt for 
our dedication and service as priests in 
these troubled times was well expressed 
in his eyes. His helplessness as the chief 
pastor without our cooperation was an 
important point of emphasis. 


Pope Paul asked us to carry his message 
of love and prayers to the people we serve. 


Not at all stern. . 


He fully admits the confusion of our age 
but emphasized the need to exemplify 
God’s love through genuine charity on a 
person to person level. 


The Holy Father generates a confidence 
and hope for tomorrow through a sensitiv- 
ity to each person he meets today. Though 
he didn’t know any of us personally, his 
keen interest and presence overcame any 
lack of personal knowledge. 


HIS ENCOURAGEMENT for us and our 
people was that the true message of the 
Gospel is contained in each person being 
a loving peacemaker in Jesus Christ. His 
manner indicated personal concern and 


‘love for each member of the Church. The 


Pope’s prayer each day is that we take our 
concern for others and bring that to a unity 
in Christ. 


May all of us be equal to that task.

MUNICH, West Germany 
(NC) — A study of the impri- 
sonment of Catholic and 
Protestant clergymen at the 
Dachau Nazi concentration 
camp has been -published 
by Father Eugen Weiler, a 
former camp inmate. 

The study — made over 30 
years—includes the names 
and biographical data of 
2,798 clergymen,—94.7 per 
cent of them Catholic 


priests. Two-thirds of the_ 


priests were Poles. The 
clergy-inmates were of 20 
different nationalities. 


Father Emil Thoma, a 
former pastor of Eppingen, 
near Heidelberg, and a 
Dachau inmate for several 
years, began to assemble

the data in 1941 by smugg- 
ling notes out of the camp 
to the Archbishop of Munich, 
the late Cardinal Michael 
Faulhaber. 


FATHER THOMA $s sur- 
vived the ordeal at Dachau 
and was released in 1945, 
shortly before the Ameri- 
can forces arrived. He 
again became pastor of 
Eppingeh, remaining there 
until his death in 1957. 
Father Weiler, who had 
spent three years:in the 
Dachau camp, carried on 
Thoma’s __ study, 
checking data with former 
Dachau inmates. living in 
France, the Netherlands, 
and many other countries. 


Father Weiler’s study 
reports a Nazi offer to the 
Dachau priest-inmates that 
they would be freed if they 
gave up the priesthood. 
Only one of them agreed. 


One of the current aux- 
iliary bishops of Munich, 
Bishop Johannes 
Neuhaeusler, had been in- 
terned at Dachau. 


IN AN ARTICLE in the 
Deutsche Tagespost, a 
Catholic daily of Wuerz- 
burg. Bishop Neuhaeusler 
said that 1,200 priests in the 
Munich archdiocese . had 
been involved in violations 
of Gestapo regulations. 


When that secret police 
organization tried to sup- 
press a pastoral letter of 
the Bavarian bishops pro- 
testing the expulsion of 
religion teachers from the 
public schools, not a single 
priest collaborated with 
the Nazis, the bishop said. 
All faced arrest rather than 
disobey their archbishop, 
who ordered the letter be 
read from all pulpits. 


Bishop Neuhaeusler, 
then a monsignor, was an 
adviser to Cardinal 


Faulhaber on political mat- 
ters. With the help of a 
Catholic Munich attorney, 
Dr. Josef Mueller, he was 
responsible for secretly 
*sending much information 
on the persecution of the 
Church in the Third Reich 
to the Vatican and to 
foreign countries. 


BISHOP Neuhaeusler 
also was aware of the 
efforts of the German 
Opposition movement to 
work through the Vatican in 
an attempt to overthrow 
Hitler and prevent Ger- 
many from going to war. 


New directory for 
education planned 


WASHINGTON, D.C 
(NC) — Msgr. Wilfrid H. 
Paradis, episcopal vicar for 
Christian formation in the 
Manchester, N.H., diocese, 
has been named project 
director for the planned 
U.S. National Catechetical 
Directory. 


In his new post, which he 
will assume August 1, Msgr. 
.~Paradis will serve as execu- 
tive officer for a broadly 
representative directory 
committee responsible for 
drafting the text of the 
catechetical directory and 
for the management of a 
wide ranging consultation 
process that will precede it. 


In 1971 the Vatican Cong- 
regation for the Clergy pub- 
lished a General Catecheti- 
cal. Directory for the 
worldwide Church and 
asked that it be incor- 
porated in national direc- 
tories according to local 
needs.

The power of praise 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about ... praise and how simple it 
can be to praise others, yet how dif 


ficult to accept it ourselves with. 


humility and thankfulness. 


One of us admitted to finding her- 
self very much “‘discomposed” by too 
much praising, particularly in public. 
Yet our need to be assured that what 
we do or what we are is of value, is 
intrinsically human. 


Sometimes that need is very deep 
and insatiable and the appetite for 
reassurance, for constant praising is 
never filled. Then what may in other 
circumstances appear as flattery, is 
in fact a kindness and source of 


strength. 


CHILDREN GROW through the fer- 
tilization of praising because it 
speaks not so much of what-they are, 
but of what they may grow to be. If 
the child lives on in the man — and 
in whom does he not? — the word of 
appreciation, of commendation, car- 
ries the same teaching effect. 


I can think of no instance of a per- 
son so self-assured, so utterly confi- 
dent of his worth and the effective- 
ness of his life that he does not 
require some form of recognition — 
at least once in a while. 


It often appears that the more 
involved in life we are, the more hon- 
est with ourselves, the more aware of 
the purpose of existence, the more 
tentative and uncertain we become in 
the spotlight of personal acclaim. 


JOHN WESLEY once said “When I 
was young, I was so sure of everything; 
in a few years, having been mis- 
taken a thousand times, I was not half 
so sure of most things as I was before; 
at present, I am hardly sure of any- 
thing but what God has revealed to 
me.” 


With this kind of uncertainty, we 
stand ill-prepared for encomium and 
disconcerted by compliments. When 
we have learned, through lessons we 
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cannot ignore, that our real worth lies 
only in that God works through and 
in us, personal commendation may be 
harder to assimilate than censure. 


Then perhaps the only applicable 
response is “Don’t praise me, praise 
God.” In fact, that may be the only 
authentic response at any time. 


IT TAKES A great deal of grace to 
be able to bear praise well. It takes 
grace to perceive where it fits into 
our lives and our personal growth. 


Grace acts like a mirror, catching 
the glory, magnifying it and flashing 
it to its rightful place. Then praise 
becomes prayer and prayer is wholly 
praise. 


Melvin Carrothers, in his biographi- 
cal series of books, attributes his 
transformation from prison inmate to 
dedicated Christian to the power of 
praise. He is totally committed to 
praise as the only true prayer. 


PRAISE GOD FOR everything, good 
or bad, he advises. When life is good 
and joyful, it is not difficult to be 
grateful. But it is equally important 
to thank and praise God when we are 
met with reverses at every turn. 


He recalls his anguish in trying to 
apply this principle to personal 
tragedy and the overwhelming peace 
which possessed him when he suc- 
ceeded. 


God is the source of all good, but 
more than that, he brings all things 
to good. So, praising and thanking our 
way through the pains and troubles of 
life, we anticipate the final accom- 
plishment of his plan for us. We make 
an act of faith in the irresistible 
power of his love. 


AND IN THAT, all things are 
brought into perspective and right 
focus. It is, perhaps, the only answer 
for those of us who blush and stutter 
and flinch through commendation — 
for praise, and all things else, praise 
God!

Talking Point 


Charismatic renewal movement 
grows, but it's raising problems 


THE STARTLING growth of the neo- 
Pentecostal movement in the U.S. has been 
accompanied in recent months by rather pre- 
dictable assessments of continued growth, new 
breakthroughs in Christian unity and renewal, 
and the further “building of Christian com- 
munity.” 


But some negative elements — also predict- 
able — have emerged as well.” 


In the interim between the 1973 Interna- 
tional Conference of the Catholic Charismatic 
Renewal which drew some 22,000 persons to 
the University of Notre Dame in early June 
and the International Lutheran Conference on 
the Holy Spirit slated for mid-August, three 
areas of uncertainty may be seen in the public 
religious forum. 


THESE ARE THE relationship of Pente- 
costal or charismatic Christians to the social 
dimensions of the Gospels, the problem of 
intercommunion, and the “anti” established- 
Church image that some including Pope Paul, 
ascribe to some neo-Pentecostal groups. 


During a discussion on Pentecostalism at the 
recent joint meeting of the Catholic and 
Protestant press associations in Bloomington, 
Minn., Father Kilian McDonnell, OSB, who 
heads the Institute for Ecumenical and Cul- 
tural Research, Collegeville, Minn., spoke to 
the question of social action. 


He said charismatics in the U-S. for the most 
part still have to ‘‘integrate the social implica- 
tions of the Gospel into the spiritual dimen- 
sion.” While stating that charismatics place 
great stress on building up the “spiritual 
body,” the priest said there are many “in- 
dividual social action efforts” among charis- 
matics. 

THE EDITORS of New Covenant magazine, 


monthly journal of the Charismatic Renewal 
published in Ann Arbor, Mich., produced two 


consecutive issues in 1972 which dealt specifi- 
cally with charismatic involvement — or lack 
of it — in social action movements. 


The articles generally conceded that charis- 
matics have emphasized the spiritual aspects 
of the Pentecostal experience, focusing on the 
“gifts” of the Holy Spirit in a personal way, but 
as a whole have projected involvement in 
social action to the future. 


In one of those issues, Ralph Martin, editor 
of New Covenant, pointed out that a “growing 
number” of people, who embrace the charis- 
matic principles in their lives also “insist on 
the importance of .. social action for Chris- 
tians, as part of the overall mission.” 


A SURVEY BY the Jesuit sociologist, Father 
Joseph Fichter of Loyola University, New 
Orleans, rated charismatics as _ heavily 
involved in spiritual practices but not involved 
actively in social programs or movements. 

Specifically, Father Fichter said that of 
those surveyed only 19 per cent “have been or 
now are in the interracial movement,” 
although 77 per cent approve the civil rights 
effort. He added that only 16 per cent actively 
supported the farm worker movement, 9 per 
cent have been involved in peace demonstra- 
tions, and 11 per cent worked at voter registra- 
tion. 

Dr. Harvey Cox of Harvard Divinity School, 
taking part in a study conference in Chicago 
that dealt with small Pentecostal communities, 
said he felt a lack of concern for important 
social issues was a “major drawback” of the 
Pentecostal groups. 

With respect to intereommunion, the prob- 
lem continues to plague Catholic charismatic 
gatherings such as the recent conference at 
Notre Dame. Hundreds of Protestants showed 
up for the three-day conference, but were 
obliged to schedule separate services. 


WHILE PERMISSION can be granted by the 
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local bishop, the request by officials of the 
Notre Dame conference was denied: 

For those in the charismatic renewal who 
see the movement as a sign of the journey 
towards full visible unity of Christian 
Churches, the interceommunion situation is 
becoming a real stumbling block. Many prayer 
communities include both Protestants and 
Catholics. : 

During the 1972 Notre Dame conference two 
priests, speaking during the closing prayer 
meeting and liturgy, “agonized’ because 
“separated brethren” attending could not 
receive the Eucharist. They called for a “heal- 
ing force” that would make intercommunion 
possible. 

ON THE QUESTION of separation of charis- 
matic groups from the established, mainline 
Churches, Pope Paul is the latest to cite this 
fear. 


He warned in a_pre-Pentecost talk that 
Catholics involved in charismatic groups 
should make sure they do not loosen ties with 
the hierarchy and official Church structures. 


“We should reflect on whether certain groups 
in search of the Holy Spirit, that prefer to 
isolate themselves to avoid both the directing 
ministry of the Church and the anonymous 
crowd of unknown brothers, are on the right 
road,” he said. 

THE POPE’S cautionary statement came just 
after Cardinal Leo Joseph Suenens of Belgium 
told some 22,000 Catholics at this year’s Notre 
Dame conference that he believes the Charis- 
matic Renewal has a major role to play in the 
overall task of Church renewal. 

In New York last March, Cardinal Suenens 
told an Episcopal Church conference that the 
fruits of the modern Pentecostal expression 
far outweigh any dangers to the Churches. He 
discounted the likelihood that charismatics 
will move toward “anti-intellectualism” and 
“sectarianism.” 


On the other hand, Father Emmanuel Sulli- 
van, SA, secretary to the Committee on Unity 
in Prayer for the British Council of Churches, 
said Pentecostalism as he sees it leads to a 
sense of community which is... . truly a mani- 
festation of the Church, the body of Christ.” 

THE AMERICAN priest who made a two-year 
study of Pentecostal groups in Britain and the 
U.S. said that despite allegations that the 
movement’s prayer meetings are out of line 
with Catholic tradition the Pentecostal move- 
ment has established a firm foothold in the 
Catholie Church. 


He concluded that whatever the reactions of 
the established Churches towards Pentecostal- 
ism, they will be forced to ask how the move- 
ment relates to the overall renewal of the 
Christian Church and the ecumenical move- 
ment. 


Father Harold Cohen, SJ, a chaplain at 
Loyola University, New Orleans, and one of the 
major speakers at the Notre Dame charismatic 
conference this year, seemed to contradict the 
implication that charismatics could become 
separated from established Churches. 


IN FACT, HE appealed for greater support 
of the charismatic renewal from Church 
leaders and coupled his own pledge of loyalty 
to Pope Paul with a vow to remove himself from 
the charismatic renewal if the Church ruled 
against it. 


Whatever the problems that beset the Pente- 
costal or charismatic renewal these days, long- 
time observers like Father McDonnell believe 
it’s too early to judge the true impact of the 
movement.

Please!

Question: 

I attend Mass regularly and I find 
nothing but tradition. Even after they 
changed the Mass it still seems as 
though the Holy Eucharist is still the 
main attraction. Has the Church done 
away with the High Mass? I miss 
bowing down to the melted gold 
Eucharist. I miss the incense that the 
priest shakes at it. I've been told 
never to question the faith, but I'm 
afraid I’m slipping. 

You are not slipping — but you are con- 
tradicting yourself. And in this you have a 
significant following of people who feel 
exactly the same way. But the important 
word is feel. ‘ 


You and I have an emotional attachment 


to the pre-Vatican IJ Church — and that 
involves feelings. We are prepared and wil- 
ling to accept the “new” changes intellectu- 
ally but we strongly resent the implication 
that we are second-class Catholics if we do 
not immedtately endorse every innovation 
that comes along. : 


We are, as William Bausch has pointed 
out, “middle Catholics” — people who are 
“afraid, yet open; fearful, yet patient. They 
are people who are perplexed but who do 
want answers. It isn’t that they disagree 
with everything about renewal. Probably 
for the average middle Catholic it’s almost 
entirely a question of education. He wants 
to know why and what.” 


The question I have for you is: What have 
you done to understand the past history of 
liturgical worship? What about lectures and 


workshops that are offered frequently in 
the diocese? In short: are you open to 
change? Pining for the past is profitless. 
Like the song says — “Today is the first day 
of the rest of your life!” 


Question: 
Did Jesus have blood-brothers and 
blood-sisters? 


In classical Greek, the word “adelphos” 
means blood-brother. The Septuagint trans- 
lation, as well as Greek papyri use 
“adelphos” in the wide sense, meaning 
“kinsman.” The Jerome Biblical 
Commentary also comments that “in view of 
the virginal conception of Jesus in the New 
Testament and the Christian tradition 
about Mary ‘ever virgin’ in the Creeds, 
‘adelphos’. is understood as ‘kinsman, 
relative.’ ”

‘The recommendations 
are contained in a report, 
“Co-Responsibility and the 
Clergy,” produced by a 
group set up by the Bishops’ 
Conference of England and 
Wales and by the National 
Conference of Priests, the 
official organization of the 
diocesan clergy of England 
and Wales. 


BISHOPS will not consult 
their priests about the 
report, but the National 
Conference of Priests (NCP) 
will use it as background 
material for its September 
meeting in Birmingham 
and the bishops’ confer- 
ence will discuss it at a 
meeting in early autumn.

As Catholic relief agencies from several 
nations, including the U.S., intensify aid to 
drought-stricken Africa, a United Nations, offi- 
cial warned that 6,000,000 West Africans could 
die of starvation in the next few months. 


Mauritania, Senegal, Mali, Upper Volta, 
Niger and Chad — six already impoverished 
countries — are suffering from the worst 
drought in 60 years. 


A tremendous amount of food, machinery 
and other supplies are needed to hold off wide- 
spread starvation. Aid also comes from other 
religious and private agencies, the U.S. govern- 
ment and other nations. 


Catholic Relief Services, U.S. ‘worldwide 
agency with New York headquarters, has the 
advantage of having permanent aid programs 
in three of the stricken nations — Mauritania, 
Senegal and Upper Volta. 

Meanwhile CRS workers are conducting a 
survey through Mali, Niger and Chad to recom- 
mend emergency measures. 


The starvation warning came from Mourtada 
Diallo, director in Africa of the U.N. Economic 
Commission, who said millions can die unless 
“the problem is solved in two months.” 


Another U.N. official in Africa says “it will 
take many years and if it (aid) is not started 
soon, it will be too late for many future genera- 
tions of Africa.”

Dominican Father Henri de Riedmatten, 
secretary of the Vatican’s coordinating agency 
for relief work, stressed the African drought 
is “the problem of the day to which Christians 
cannot remain indifferent.” 


Recalling that Pope Paul VI praised CRS in 
a recent appeal for the drought victims, Father 
de Riedmatten said: 


“Yes, your Catholic Relief Services deserves 
much praise, not only for what they are doing 
during this drought but what they do so well 
for so many around the world.” 


Father de Riedmatten said that if prepara- 
tions are not made soon to plan for the seeding, 
“next year we will have the same situation of 
misery and hunger.” If the rains do not come 
to the stricken countries, then the seeds will 
be planted elsewhere and the foods brought 
back,” he said.
